The camp will be put in op- 
eration not later than Dec. 1, 
earlier than that date if neces- 
sary supplies can be gotten to 
the location, and will be open 
all winter, if necessary, to take 
care of the transcients who come 
into this territory. No local la- 
bor will be employed at the 
camp as this is one of the govern- 
ment’s emergency measures to 
take care of the transients, No 
money will be paid for labor, 
only board and lodging being 
furnished the men and also one 
article of clothing for those who 
remain in camp and work 4a 
week. The labor will consist of 
making fire trails, forest protec- 
tion and possibly some roadside 
work. 

Transients in the territory 
from Rialto to the west county 
line will be taken care of at the 
Etiwanda camp. The police de- 
partments of the various towns 
and cities will gather up the 
men each morning and they will 
be transported to camp, to re- 
main as long as they desire un- 
der the conditions prescribed. 


While the camp will easily ac-| 


commodate 200 men, Mr. Man- 
ker is of the opinion it will more 
than take care of all the trans- 
cients who come into the dis- 
trict. The men will work in 
shifts of six hours per day. 


Hquipment is already on the 
ground at the site and as soon 
as food supplies can be gotten 
there the camp operations will! 
begin. Food is furnished by the 
state, while the federal govern- 
ment furnishes all machinery 
and equipment to be used.
